Alimov and others are known as professional translators. Great progress has been made in the 
translation of scientific-technical and socio-political literature into Uzbek. Translators such as 
R. Abdurakhdyunov, V. Rahimov, A. Shomahmudoy, and Z. Tincherova contributed a lot to 
this. In Uzbekistan, translation studies were formed as a special science in the second half of 
the last century. By the end of the century, about 10 types of science and more than 50 
candidates of science were developed in this field. Professor J. Sharipov's researches were 
mainly dedicated to showing the place of translation in the history of our literature, while 
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Professor F. Salomov mainly dealt with the issues of modern translation studies, showed the 
influence of language and literary traditions on the translation process. And N. Komilov 
researched past and present translations of classical genres. Uzbek translation studies 
developed mainly in the literary direction. Human aspects of translation began to develop 
later - after the direct translation from many foreign languages into Uzbek was opened. We 
have also acquired sufficient information in the field of translation.
